1940 HEALTHIEST 
IN MANY YEARS, 
DIRECTOR SAYS 


More Common Diseases Fall 
During Year, According 
To Ohio Figures 


PARALYSIS 
KILLS 
'48 


All-Time Low To Be Noted 
For Smallpox; Others 
Show Decline 


COLUMBUS, Dec. 18—Despite 
an epidemic of infantile paraly­ 
sis th at included 48 deaths in the 
625 cases reported to date, the 
year 
1940 will 
have been 
the 
healthiest in Ohio in more than 
two decades, State Health Direc­ 
ted R. H. M arkwith told Inter­ 
national News Service today. 
“W ithout exception, every one 
of 
the more common 
diseases 
showed a decided increase in the 
total num ber of cases reported.” 
Dr. M arkwith said. “Even the di­ 
seases which run In cycles and 
were due to hit this year dropped 
off considerably.” 
The director pointed out parti­ 
cularly charts prepared by his as­ 
sistant, Dr. A. W. Thomas, which 
showed th at pneumonia, whooping1 
cough and measles, which were 
“scheduled” to strike hard this 
year, decreased considerably in­ 
stead. 
To 
December 7, 
last date 
to 
which complete figures for both 
years 
are 
available, 
Whooping 
cough decreased from 10,538 cases 
In 1939 to 8,806 this year; Pneu­ 
monia decreased from 4,312 cases 
to 3.923, and measles from 1,332 
to 1,022. 
Sm allpox Low 
“There is a strong possibility,” 
Dr. M arkwith said, “th at we will 
establish an all-time low in the 
number of smallpox cases. To date 
there have been only 19 cases re­ 
ported, as against 194 last year. 
The previous low was in 
1920, 
when only 30 cases were reported, 
and the high was in 1927, when 
the figure skyrocketed to 7,286.” 
Dr. M arkwith credited the vac­ 
cination program being carried on 
in alm ost all Ohio schools with the 
decrease in w hat formerly was one 
of the m ost dreaded diseases. 
Chicken 
pox, 
which 
annually 
leads the lists in total number of 
cases, 
dropped from 15,428 
to 
13,113 
cases, Mumps, usually 
a 
close second, showed the n\pst de­ 
crease, dropping from 13,868 to 
4,805 cases. 
Only common diseases to show 
an increase, according to Dr. Tho­ 
mas, were Undulant Fever, from 
84 cases to 90; Tetanus, or lock­ 
jaw, 18 to 20, and Maleria, from 
23 to 47 
a total increase of only 
32 cases. 
Tuberculosis dropped from 5,135 


cases to 4,717; Scarlet fever drop­ 
ped from 13,413 to 9,981 cases; 
Typhoid from 347 to 264 cases; 
Diphtheria from 1,098 to 574. 
Tularemia, or rabbit fever, has 
decreased to date from 107 in 1939 
to 38 in 1940. Only five deaths 
have been reported from tulare­ 
mia this year, and none of them 
this hunting season. 
Influenza Down 
Despite an epidemic of influen­ 
za raging in other sections of the 
country, 
this 
disease 
also 
has 
shown a decrease in Ohio. The to­ 
tal to December 7 in 1939 was 
3,185 cases; this year it was only 
1738 cases. 
“Even the infantile paralysis toll 
while shocking when considered 
in relation to the 157 cases re­ 
ported 
last year, 
is mild 
when 
compared to the 1927 toll,” Dr. 
M arkwith said. “Then we had a 
total of 1,350 cases. The diseases 
th at year struck particularly hard 
in 
Tuscarawas, Belmont, 
Stark, 
Hamilton, Cuyahoga and Summit 
counties.” 
Figures for those counties in 
th at year were: Tuscarawas, 268 
cases; Belmont, 140 cases; Stark, 
124; Hamilton, IOO; Cuyahoga, 89, 
and Summit, 82 cases, 
Dr. M arkwith warned, however, 
th at the diseases may have delay­ 
ed their cycle, and may strike 
with unprecedented virulence this 
year 
unless people continue 
to 
take steps to guard their health. 
“Any way you look a t it, we’re 
almost bound to have an increase 
next year unless everyone is very 
careful.” 
the director 
asserted. 
“We m ust continue to guard our 
health. 
"W e’re doing everything here 
th at w’e possibly can do. But after 
all, its up to the people.”

Clendening’s Health Notes

• How do you keep glass eyes 
from becoming frosted in cold 
weather? 
This problem affecting an unfor­ 
tunate minority, is something like 
windshield frosting trouble. D ur­ 
ing cold weather, the secretions 
tend to dry and harden on the glass 
eye,’causing irritation. 
The eye can be dipped in a solu­ 
tion. The solution m ust not irri­ 
tate the eye socket nor have any

deleterious effect on the glass eye, 
nor have an offensive odor. Such a 
solution, recommended by a high 
authority, is boric acid, glycerine 
and distilled w ater, in $qual quan­ 
tities. This can be dropped in the 
eye socket, rubbed into the skin, 
and the glass eye can be dipped 
into it without harm . It has no 
odor. 


The tomato has high nutritional 
value. It is universally liked and 
palatable to most people, and it is 
adaptable to use in different forms 
such as soups, salads, vegetables 
and is often used as a sauce for 
meat. 


Vitamin Content 


The most im portant nutritional 
advantages of the tomato consist 
in its vitam in content. It has as 
high Vitamin C (anti-scurvy) as 
orange juice. Canned tomato juice 
can be used instead of orange 
juice for infant feeding. 


It has also been found that the 
tomato contains good amounts of 
Vitamin 
B*, 
which 
everybody 
seems to be anxious to obtain now­ 
adays, so much so th at they are 
talking about adding it to stand­ 
ard food products, such as bread. 


Since you can get plenty of it in 
the tomato there is no use intro* 
ducing it artificially into white 
flour. A prominent dietary au­ 
thority says th a t tomatoes may be 
regarded, 
from 
a 
nutritional 
standpoint, as one of the most 
palatable solutions of the three 
vitamins. He referred to A, B» 
and C. 
Recent research has shown th at 
tojnatoes contain a p p re c ia b le 
quantities of Vitam in G, now 
knowm as riboflavin. 
Most of the vitam ins of the to­ 
mato are contained in the pulp. 


Spider Marks on Skin 


W hat can be done for the so­ 
called spider or sky rocket marks 
on the skin? 
These are due to small veins 
which have dilated. 
They are 
found sometimes on the face, and 
almost invariably on the legs 
which have varicose veins. They 
are difficult to tre a t but cause lit­ 
tle trouble. Dermatologists have 
found that when the fine dilata­ 
tions converge towards a central 
point, this may be entered with a 
small needle, which destroys the 
entire pattern.
